noble a difcovery ought to infpire the lovers of philo. 
fophical experiments. One Jofeph Fathom, an A- 
merican Emansenfis to the celebrated Dr. Franklin, 
who has ofen bad hair breadth efespes from his ca- 
gerac(e in the imita'ion of his ma(ter's trials, had ao 
rcft night nor day, till he bad conftructed at Paily, an 
air balloon of an immense fize, for a purpofe about 
which he ob'erved the fricteft fecrecy, This ma- 
chine was fixed to the ground by (wo ftrong bare of 
iron going over the extremities of the bottom through 


flaples, in the fame manner that the bady of a cart. 


is bolted dows to the fhafts; a cable abost fifty 
yards leng was faftened at one end (o the air balloon, 
and at the other tothe ftump of a large oak tree. 
The poor fellow had alfo contrived a valve, to whieh 
acord was fixed, and by means of this he could intro- 
duce fuch a pertion of atmefpherie air, as to mode- 
rate the velecity with which the balloon afcended, or 
bring it gradually to thé ground again.

In confideration of the faid revenue the pro- 
prietors were by charter to hold their lands, on con- 
dition of fettling for the term of five years ; which 
by the implication of law, contains an exemption 
from taxation for that term ; becaufe, where a cone 
dition is annexed to a grant, nothing more than’ what 
is expreffed in the condition can be confitutionally 
required till the expiration of the term limited in the 
condition, 

3d. The faid townfhip has been out of the line of . 
prote&ion in the courfeof the war, and the propric- 
tors of confequence were effectually debared from ful- 
filling any part of the condition : fo that by the im- 
plication of law, no part of the fuid term of five years 
is expired, but what has paffed fince the ceffation of 
hoftilities in America. For although a garrifom was 
maintained by the State in the caft part of the town- 
fhip, it did not Cover the body of the town, and 
therefore tho proprietors were not permitted to feule 
on their lands. 

4th. The proprietors have neceffarily been at 
very great expence beyond thofe of any other town- 
fhip, in building of bridges and mills, and making 
roads to prepare the way for fettlement ; and have 
had no time to reap any bencfit from them.
